‘Atomic propulsion,” the report 
added, “should have the best 
chance of being competitive in the 
case of large, high-powered ships 
which carry heavy bulk and spend 
the maximum amounts of time at 
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Atomic Power Development 


The possibility that atomic powered truck-trailers may be 
carrying the nation's freight within the next 10 years has 
been foreseen by the participating companies in the forma- 
tion of a $50 million atomic power company. 


The new firm, to be known as The Power Reactor Devel- 
opment Co., will construct and operate the nuclear power 
plant, but will do so as a non-profit corporation. The plant 
is to be located some 30 miles southwest of Detroit, at 


Lagoona Beach, Mich. 


The company is being formed by 26 industrial firms, 18 
of which are electric power companies, in an area from 
Wisconsin to Alabama to the Atlantic Coast.

Traffic management for a large retail establishment such as 
Sears, Roebuck and Co. involves a very different set of func- 
tional activities than those found in industries. It is not, however, 
relegated to a routine role. Nothing is more competitive than 
the mail order and retail field, so everything has to be pointed 
toward laying an article of merchandise down at the customer's 
door at the lowest possible cost. Of course, on mail order items 
the customer pays the transportation cost as a definite part of 
his total price, but even here traffic management enters in so 
that this cost may be held to as low a sum as possible. Nowhere 
is transportation more important in retailing than it is for this 
type of organization. 

The functional division of traffic management at Sears should 
be of interest to industrial traffic men since it indicates at least 
some of the problems with which they do not have to deal; such 
as catalog distribution, retail delivery, and the proper distribu- 
tion to company operated retail stores. This organization also 
is an excellent illustration of one of the axioms of traffic man- 
agement ‘that departments controlling the larger freight vol- 
umes generally perform more functions than those handling 
smaller amounts of freight.” 

Despite its unique characteristics, the Sears Tratfic Depart- 
ment illustrates the fundamental functions of traffic manage- 
ment just as do the industrial organizations previously discussed 
in these articles: 

|. To control the transportation of the raw materials (incom- 
ing merchandise), supplies, and products (outgoing merchandise) 
into and out of the place of business; 

2. To control transportation costs; 

3. To broaden services rendered to the company and its 
customers wherever possible. 

The amount of activity in each area often is determined by 
factors over which the traffic department has no control, so 
that one phase of traffic activity may be sacrificed in favor of 
another. This is particularly true in such highly competitive 
fields as retailing where it nearly always is necessary to provide 
service to the customer without proper regard for cost. Cus- 
tomer delivery is an important division of Sears traffic manage- 
ment in order to obtain the best type of transportation neces- 
sary to satisfy the customers as well as the company, at the 
lowest possible charge compatible with the service, whether 
it be by private, contract or common carrier.

WAREHOUSING 


Is imported merchandise taxable 
by city, county or state before 
it is Me or sold? 


A few weeks ago a higher court 
held that imported liquor, or other 
merchandise, is not taxable by a city, 
county or state if the testimony 
shows that the merchandise has not 
been sold; and has not been removed 
from its original package. 

In the past, several readers have 
inquired regarding validity of taxa- 
tion by cities, counties and states of 
imported merchandise stored in ware 
houses.

When is a receipt issued 
for goods not considered 
a warehouse receipt? 


According to a late higher court 
decision a receipt is not a warehouse 
receipt unless it complies specifically 
with state laws 

For example, in R v. State, 
126 N. E. (2d) 485, it was shown 
that a usual state law provides that 
a warehouse receipt must indicate 
(1) The location of the warehouse 
where the goods are stored; (2) The 
consecutive number of the receipt; 
and (3) The rate of storage charges 

The testimony showed that a man 
named R who regularly stored 
goods and merchandise gave a bank a 
receipt under a floor plan loan which 
did not state the location of ware 
house or where goods were stored o1 
the consecutive number of the receipt 
and the rate of storage charges 

In subsequent litigation R wa 
convicted by a lower court for embez 
ziement because after giving the bank 
the receipt he removed the good 
from storage. Since his conviction was 
based upon state laws pertaining to 
warehousemen, the higher court re 
versed the lower court’s verdict, say 
ng
